Melbourne Victory started their AFC Champions League campaign with a 1-0 win over Chiangrai United at AAMI Park. 

Victory got the winner through an Ola Toivonen penalty in the 25th minute but largely delivered an uninspiring performance against the Thai outfit in front of 4,156 fans. 

Carlos Salvachua handed recruit Giancarlo Gallifuoco his first start, though Marco Rojas was named on the bench. 

Victory looked lethargic and sloppy at times in the first half, with Chiangrai's pressure creating several good opportunities -- though none seriously challenged goalkeeper Lawrence Thomas. 

Victory almost snatched the lead when Toivonen forced a superb diving save from Chiangrai keeper Apirak Worawong in the 22nd minute. 

A minute later, Swede Toivonen was brought down by defender Tanasak Srisai, with referee Turki Mohammed Alkhudhayr immediately pointing to the spot. Worawong dived the right way but couldn't stop Toivonen's 

powerful spot-kick into the bottom corner. 

Socceroo Andrew Nabbout missed a chance to make it 2-0 in the 31st minute. Elvis Kamsoba went on a terrific run down the right, then cut the ball back for Nabbout, who blasted his shot high and wide. 

Nabbout spurned a golden opportunity in the 58th minute when he clattered a header from the edge of the six-yard box against the crossbar. 

Defender Storm Roux was taken off on a stretcher in the 61st minute, while a visibly frustrated Nabbout made way for Rojas in the 72nd. 

Rojas created the best chance of the second half when he weaved past two defenders and slipped a clever ball beyond a third to Kamsoba -- only for the winger to blaze it over the bar. 


Chiangrai's Thirayu Banhan received a straight red card for a nasty challenge on Victory's Jay Barnett in the 89th minute. 
Rojas and Toivonen combined late but the latter saw his last-ditch attempt saved, leaving the hosts to settle for a 1-0 win.

Sydney FC's luck run out at the death as 10-man Jeonbuk Hyundai Motors conjured a deserved last-minute equaliser for a 2-2 draw in the AFC Champions League. 

The Sky Blues seemed headed for a much-needed AFC Champions League victory after Adam Le Fondre converted a contentiously awarded second-half penalty at Jubilee Stadium on Wednesday. 
The visitors finally got reward for a strong second half when Han Kyowon pushed home the rebound with just a minute remaining after Murilo's strike crashed off the post. 

Le Fondre had converted a contentious second-half penalty to give Sydney FC hope of a comeback win after Trent Buhagiar's equaliser following Luke Brattan's own goal just after half time. 

The match was a low-key contest throughout much of the opening half before another disappointing Asian Champions League crowd of 3,255 but it sprung to life after the interval. 

Jeonbuk carved out the better of the goalscoring chances with substitute Cho Guesung and teammate Han Kyo Won's both missing golden opportunities from point-blank range. 

Bratton scored an own goal in the 50th minute, but Buhagiar's equaliser came just minutes later. 

Luck continued for the Sky Blues with 13 minutes remaining as a goalmouth scramble after a counter-attack resulted a penalty. 

Replays suggested the ball eluded the hand of Choi Bokyung despite his smothering dive to block the ball, but the veteran defender was sent off after extended protests. 

Le Fondre duly crashed home the penalty with trademark conviction. 

But Joenbuk didn't give up and in the 89th minute Han netted to sink Sydney FC's hopes and share the points. 

The draw is still a much-needed boost to the Sky Blues’ continental campaign after their crushing 4-0 opening loss against Yokohama F. Marinos.

Sydney FC has cruised to a 5-0 win over an outclassed Kaya FC at Jubilee Stadium to reach the AFC Champions League group stage. 

Four second-half goals, including doubles from Bobo and Adam Le Fondre, on Tuesday night complemented a Trent Buhagiar opener to ensure a comfortable victory for the Sky Blues. 
The preliminary-round match was the first outing by an Australian side in the competition since December 2020, after COVID-19 forced A-League clubs to withdraw last year. 

Despite the deluge in Sydney during the preceding 24 hours, the match was given final approval two hours before kick-off. 

The pitch held up remarkably well and while the rain stayed away for periods of the match, the high winds proved the biggest challenge for the players to overcome. 


With one eye on a busy A-League schedule, Sydney FC coach Steve Corica made six changes from the side that played in the derby on the weekend, with big-name imports Luciano Narsingh and Milos Ninkovic the 


most notable absentees. 

One of those new faces, Buhagiar, broke the deadlock on the half-hour mark with a c 
Sydney FC had already created a host of chances by that point and should have had 
Buhagiar had come closest to breaking the deadlock, pinging a close-range snapshot against the crossbar in the opening minutes. 
Although Sydney FC carved several openings, the varied line-up did lack cohesion at times in the first half. 


lose-range finish after Kosta Barbarouses’ volley was smartly blocked by goalkeeper Zach Banzon. 


a penalty when Paulo Retre was tripped, but Indian referee Rowan Arumughan inexplicably failed to point to the spot. 


The Filipinos displayed their lack of match focus at times — they have played just a handful of matches over the past year — with some poor defending leading to goals in quick succession after the interval with Bobo 


the player to profit. 
The Brazilian swept home a loose ball within two minutes of the restart and then converted a penalty after Rhyan Grant was needlessly clipped as he burst into the box. 
The contest was effectively over at that point and it became a case of how large the winning margin would be for the home side. 

Substitute Le Fondre extended the advantage on 71 minutes through the second half with a routine header from a Mustafa Amini corner. 

Le Fondre doubled his personal tally 10 minutes later with a trademark cool finish after Patrick Wood expertly teed up the opening. 
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Kaya narrowly failed to earn a consolation with a near-miss deep into injury-time being their only real opening of the contest. 
Sydney FC will now face Korea’s Jeonbuk Hyundai Motors, Japan’s Yokohama F Marinos and Hoang Anh Gia Lai of Vietnam in Group H. 


Sydney FC was scheduled to play in the Play-off Round, East Region against Changchun Yatai (People's Republic of China), but the match was cancelled after Changchun Yatai withdrew from the competition. 
Sydney FC progressed to the Group stage.

Barcelona manager Xavi hailed the talent of Central Coast Mariners youngster Garang Kuol following his stirring cameo against the Catalan giants. 

Kuol was part of the A-Leagues All Stars coached by Dwight Yorke that went down in a spirited 3-2 defeat at Stadium Australia on Wednesday. 

The 17-year-old has yet to start an A-League Men game but has already racked up four goals across nine substitute appearances. 

Prior to Wednesday night his senior career minutes totalled a little over three hours and his Wikipedia page was just two short paragraphs. 

But he looked every bit at home taking on the likes of Sergio Busquets and Dani Alves in front of 70,174 fans and his turn of pace troubled the Barcelona defence. 

The teenager nearly put the All Stars 3-1 up when he found himself clean through on goal in the 66th minute and he also hit the woodwork in the dying stages. 

Dwight told me he was 16 or 17... it was a big surprise, Xavi said. 

He was very fast and we conceded two or three chances because of him. 

He's a great player and he has a great future, he is a talent that is obvious. 

While his rise might come too soon for Australia's World Cup qualifiers next month, Graham Arnold or his successor as Socceroos coach could do a lot worse than consider Kuol if they were on the hunt for a genuine game-changer 
Yorke, who will coach against Kuol domestically next season after agreeing to take charge of Macarthur FC, was just as complimentary about his talents. 

didn't know too much about him until | saw him close up and even then | was a little bit unsure, Yorke said. 

We've had very limited time together, but you can see the talent that exists. He does surprise me, he certainly did surprise Barcelona. 

He should have got two goals and I'm pleased that the public get to see him because he's one for the future. 

The selection of the A-League's best, who were playing their first game since 2014, gave a good account of themselves with departing Wellington winger Reno Piscopo a standout after contributing a goal and assist in the defeat. 
n fairness to the All Stars, this was no second-rate Barcelona side given five of Xavi's starting XI included players who began Sunday's loss to Villarreal. 

Among them were veteran Dani Alves and Sergio Busquets, who immediately flexed their muscles when Alejandro Balde forced Macarthur goalkeeper Filip Kurto into action in the first five minutes. 

Brisbane's Jay O'Shea and Socceroos hopeful Jason Cummings both had chances to put the All Stars ahead but neither could finish past Marc-André ter Stegen. 

Barca dominated but could not penetrate in the opening half an hour to the extent fans broke out into spontaneous renditions of the Mexican wave to keep their minds occupied. 

Concentration slipped momentarily for the All Stars when Central Coast defender Kye Rowles was beaten by Busquets and within three passes Ousmane Dembélé registered the game's opening goal. 

jt was a similar tale two minutes after half-time, but this time it was the All Stars who were the beneficiaries. 

Newcastle's Daniel Penha played a bending ball behind the back of the Barca defence for Anthony Caceres to latch onto and while his shot was saved by substitute goalkeeper Aranau Tenas, an onrushing Piscopo was able to poke 
The All Stars kept their foot on the throat with a second goal coming in similar fashion six minutes later. 
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This time Piscopo was played in and he squared to Western Sydney's Adama Traoré to give Yorke's side an unlikely 2-1 lead. 

Kuol nearly made it three when played in but misfired. 

That would prove to be the downfall of Yorke's side with substitute All Stars keeper Andrew Redmayne unable to keep out Barcelona's own Adama Traoré, who drew Barca level with 20 minutes left. 
The strike seemed to spark Barca into gear and they were ahead when wonderkid Ansu Fati cushioned the ball past Redmayne from close range. 

Kuol hit the bar in the final minutes but the All Stars could not find the equaliser.

Dan James was the star of the show as the Leeds United star bagged a goal and assist in the Premier League club's 2-1 win over Brisbane Roar, with a pitch invader failing in his pursuit to wreak havoc on the 
showpiece game. 
Security were quick to react as a man dressed in a black jacket and jeans hurdled the advertising hoardings and attempted to enter the field of play, tackling the pitch invader who made a ‘five yard gain but no more’. 
The incident did little to deter Jesse Marsch's side, who broke the Roar's resistance twice in quick succession by James and Joe Gelhardt. 

The Welshman rifled a right-footed shot in low and hard into the near corner, before he drifted a ball to the backpost which was met by his United teammate to head home on the Gold Coast. 

Triallist Joe Knowles pegged one back with five minutes remaining in the first half but neither side could convert again after the break. 

Leeds' tour of Australia will continue against fellow Premier League side Aston Villa at Suncorp Stadium on Sunday, with Roar facing the Villans in Townsville the following Wednesday. 

Jesse Marsch's side almost made a perfect start when new signing Brenden Aaronson netted after just 18 seconds. His celebrations, however, were cut short by an offside flag. 

But Leeds continued to press and were rewarded when James was found in space on the right and fired in at the near post in the 23rd. 

The Welshman then turned provider two minutes later when he lofted a ball toward the back post and Gelhardt rose to head home. 

Jack Harrison hit the post for Leeds on the half-hour mark but Brisbane's work on the counter bore in the 40th when Rahmat Akbari's shot deflected into the path of Knowles, who fired past Kristoffer Klaesson. 
Knowles is signed to NPL Victoria side Oakleigh Cannons and trialling at the Roar in hope of earning a professional contract. 

Both sides rotated heavily as the game continued, with the Queenslanders seeing more of the ball as a result. 

They had a golden opportunity to equalise in the 90th minute when the ball ricocheted to Jez Lofthouse after chaos in the box, only for his close-range effort to sail wide. 

Roar's new marquee English signing Charlie Austin didn't feature in the contest but is targeting minutes against Villa.

Erik ten Hag maintained his winning start to pre-season as Manchester United came from behind to beat Melbourne Victory 4-1 at the MCG. 

United were made to work for victory in the first leg of their tour of Australia, with Chris Ikonomidis rounding off a clinical counter to hand Melbourne a shock fifth-minute lead. 

But Scott McTominay's deflected equaliser and Anthony Martial's second pre-season goal in the space of three minutes at the end of the first half saw United turn the game around in an instant. 

Ten Hag made 10 half-time changes but United retained control against a tiring Melbourne and, after Tuesday's 4-0 thrashing of Liverpool in Thailand, hit four goals in successive pre-season games thanks to Marcus 
Rashford's third and a late own goal from Edmond Lupancu. 

United dominated the opening exchanges but were stunned by Melbourne's very first attack. Victor Lindelof failed to intercept a pass which released Ben Folami down the right flank, and his perfectly-weighted square 
pass was dispatched first time past Tom Heaton by Australia international Ikonomidis. 

United's attempts to draw level were consistently repelled by a spirited defensive stand from Melbourne. McTominay saw two efforts from cutbacks on the right blocked, before Bruno Fernandes drew a fine first save 

tom goalkeeper Paul Izzo after being played through on goal by Jadon Sancho's threaded pass. 

George Timotheou's stunning headed clearance prevented Sancho from hauling United level and it required a strike of luck for Ten Hag's side to restore parity on 43 minutes, with McTominay intercepting the ball and 
hen unleashing a shot which looped into the Melbourne net courtesy of a heavy deflection. 

United ensured a frustrating first period ended on a high as they took the lead for the first time. Anthony Elanga cushioned Diogo Dalot's cross into the feet of Martial six yards from goal, and he showed great 

composure to control and then dispatch his second goal of pre-season. 

Ten Hag changed his entire outfield during the interval but, thanks to the flare and maturity of youngsters Zidane Iqbal and Charlie Savage, United retained control of the contest and victory was secured 12 minutes from 
ime when Eric Bailly threaded Rashford through on goal, and the England international prodded United's third past the on-rushing Izzo. 

After a brief, late cameo from the Melbourne substitutes' bench from former United winger Nani, Tahith Chong ensured further gloss was added to the scoreline when his driving run and cross forced Melbourne defender 
Lupancu to turn the ball into his own net.

Despite two players missing out on the game, United would still confidently dispatch Crystal Palace. With goals from Jadon Sancho, Marcus Rashford, and the free-scoring Anthony Martial securing a 3-1 win. 

First Half:-

wo centre-backs, the captain’s passing range again stood out, picking out both wingers throughout the game. Maguire’s defensive abilities were also called upon, with the skipper denying Palace’s Jesurun Rak-Sakyi 
tom getting a clean shot at goal away. Maguire would also see a shot go just wide of the post as the half drew to a close. 

Also impressive was Maguire’s fellow countrymen Marcus Rashford, and Jadon Sancho. Continuing to operate on his favoured left side, Rashford played like a man with a point to prove, and was unlucky not to pick up 
an assist following an excellent cross late on in the first half. Sancho meanwhile became an instrumental part in a lot of what was good for United, with his budding relationship with Dalot continuing to thrive. 

The first half would end with Killian Phillips of Crystal Palace picking up a yellow card, before an ambitious Marcus Rashford free-kick was saved by Palace’s substitute keeper Remi Matthews. 

Second Half:- 
Kicking off the second-half with a largely identical team, only Scott McTominay was replaced, with Donny van de Beek taking his place. The Dutch international wouldn't need long to make his mark on the game, 

picking up an assist, as Marcus Rashford scored United's second of the game. 

Rashford’s goal would come almost immediately as the second half kicked off, a four-pronged attack from United, brought with it excellent passing, and ultimately a second goal. Rashford, Martial, Sancho, and 

Van de Beek all linked up, with seamless passing accuracy. Van de Beek would be allowed the opportunity to move the ball across the box to Rashford, who graciously scored when facing a largely open net. 

Pouncing on some poor defending from Crystal Palace, Bruno Fernandes would come close to scoring United’s third of the day. Fernandes was on the receiving end of a Dalot through-ball, making his way into the box, 
but his volleyed effort would go wide. 
A third goal was due for United, and a third goal was delivered upon. The final member of Man United’s front three, Jadon Sancho would bomb into acres of space, before a simple body feint allowed him to trick

Palace would ultimately be denied a second goal, after Will Fish brought down Palace’s Victor Akinwale on the edge of the box. A poor touch from Fish allowed the ball to get away from him, and with no other options 
he young defender pulled down the Palace player.

Following that decision, the game largely died down. With a lack of clear chances, the Manchester United youngsters seemed happy to maintain possession, attacking with a lack of real intensity. The final score on

Manchester United’s pre-season tour will continue on Saturday, with the side facing yet more Premier League opposition in Aston Villa.

English Premier League teams Leeds and Crystal Palace have battled their way to a 1-1 draw in a feisty pre-season friendly at Perth's Optus Stadium. 

Leeds were left hoping that injuries to close season signing Luis Sinisterra and Adam Forshaw in Friday's contest weren't going to be too costly, following a game that featured seven bookings. 
Neither side mustered a shot on target in a dull first half, but fortunately for the crowd of 33,919, the game livened up considerably after the break. 

Leeds hit the front in the 56th minute after referee Daniel Elder awarded a contentious penalty, ruling Joel Ward pushed Dutchman Crysencio Summerville despite seemingly little contact. 
Spanish international Rodrigo sent Palace goalkeeper Vicente Guaita the wrong way from the spot. 

Leeds' advantage lasted just 11 minutes until Palace equalised in devastating fashion. 

Jordan Ayew was released down the left and unselfishly squared the ball to Frenchman Jean-Philippe Mateta, who tapped in from close range. 

Colombian international winger Sinisterra, who Leeds signed from Dutch club Feyenoord earlier this month, limped off after just 12 minutes. 

He made a promising start before his early exit, threading a good pass through to Patrick Bamford, who shot wide from an offside position. 

Forshaw also came off just after the half-hour mark. 

"Luis Sinisterra had a little hamstring injury," Leeds boss Jesse Marsch said. "We're hopeful that it's not too much, too long, too severe. 

"Adam Forshaw had Mateta kind of lean on him a little bit and tweaked his knee. 

“We're hopeful as well that that one's not so bad, but we will get more information on it in the next days." 

Both teams seemed to struggle on a slippery surface and each lacked quality and precision in the final third. 

"It wasn't so easy to play because its really bumpy and heavy," Leeds defender Rasmus Kristensen told Paramount Plus and Network Ten. 

“It ended up being a fight and | think it was an even game." 

Leeds came closest to scoring in the first half with Bamford's shot deflected wide for a corner. 

Lively Leeds substitute Joe Gelhardt was put clear in the 66th minute just before the equaliser, but had his chip pushed away by Guaita, who also saved the forward's strong shot 16 minutes later. 
Palace missed two great chances in added time. 

England international defender Tyrick Mitchell's downward header from a few metres out bounced over the bar and Killian Phillips missed an opportunity in the closing seconds. 

"We had a couple of situations that we should have scored," Palace coach Patrick Vieira said. 

"| was very pleased because that was our last game here in Australia and physically we looked in better shape and tactically we still have things to improve, but it was a proper game of football." 
Palace, who had a significant portion of their squad back in London, lost 3-1 against Manchester United in Melbourne, having previously been beaten 2-0 by Liverpool in Singapore. 

Earlier in their Australian tour, Leeds had a 2-1 win over Brisbane Roar and a 1-0 loss to Aston Villa.

Following the pyrotechnic show that greeted the players’ arrival onto the field, the first-half was less of spectacle and was more characterised by the ferocious nature of the challenges — with several names from either 
side ending up in the referee’s book. 

The closest either side came to scoring was Patrick Bamford’s snapshot from the edge of the area, taking a slight nick before flying narrowly past the post. 

After the break the game sprang into life, however, and Palace found themselves behind in controversial circumstances. Joel Ward came across to clear a nothing ball into the area, but the referees instantly pointed to 
he spot. 

The Palace players were incandescent, and pointed repeatedly to the big screen replays of the incident. The referee was unmoved, and Rodrigo stepped up to send Guaita the wrong way from 12-yards.

Villa's only chance of the half came from Cash's low strike from 25 yards which went narrowly wide of David de Gea's right-hand post. 

United controlled proceedings as Sancho was denied by a sharp save from Martinez, although he did not have to wait long to find the net. 

Diogo Dalot started the move on the right side, feeding Anthony Martial, who popped the ball off to Bruno Fernandes. The midfielder shifted it to Rashford on the left and he waited for Shaw's overlapping run with the 
left-back crossing for Sancho to volley home. 

Rashford, who has also looked revitalised under Ten Hag, then shot just wide before playing a key part in United's second goal as the heavens opened. Sancho broke clear of the Villa defence and crossed for Rashford, 
whose off-target volley deflected in off the unfortunate Cash.

United nearly regained their two-goal advantage as Sancho's cross was turned towards his own goal by Ezri Konsa but substitute Robin Olsen did well to save.

Sydney FC has made it anything but a happy homecoming for ex-Socceroos coach Ange Postecoglou with a shock 2-1 win over Celtic at Allianz Stadium. 

Despite being without being their four World Cup players — Socceroos midfielder Aaron Mooy, Japanese attacker Daizen Maeda, Croatian fullback Josip Juranovic and England-born American representative Cameron 
Carter-Vickers — the Scottish champions had been expected to cruise to victory in the opening match of the Sydney Super Cup. 

However, someone forgot to tell the Sky Blues that causing an upset wasn’t a part of Thursday night's script. 

Sydney coach Steve Corica was delighted with his team’s performance, particularly in the first half. 

“That was some of the best football we’ve played all season,” Corica told Network 10.

“We looked like we were a bit off it tonight,” Postecoglou said,

Shunned Socceroo Rhyan Grant forced a good save out of Celtic’s Swiss goalkeeper Benji Siegrist, playing ahead of first-choice custodian Joe Hart in the 10th minute. 

The Sky Blues then hit the crossbar twice within the space of six minutes. 

Slovakian import Robert Mak, who played against the Hoops last season in the Europa League for his former club Ferencvaros, smashed the ball into the woodwork in the 16th minute. 

Soon after it was the turn of another of Sydney's imports, English winger Joe Lolley, to be foiled by the bar. 

Celtic made the most of the Sky Blues misfortune, taking the lead in the 23rd minute through Japanese striker Kyogo Furuhashi. who, with his chest, guided a shot from Argentine teammate Alexandro Bernabei. 
However, Sydney's response was almost immediate, with Mak equalising three minute with a calm finish past Siegrist after outpacing Celtic defender Stephen Welsh. 

Celtic made a host of changes at the start of the second half, with the substitutes including Portuguese star Jota, who helped add spark to the Hoops’ attack. 

But try as the might, the Scottish champions could not find a go-ahead goal, although had VAR been in operation, they would have been awarded a penalty in the 50th minute for a handball offence from Sydney 
midfielder Max Burgess that was missed by referee Alex King. 
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Burgess went from potential villain to hero on the hour mark with a brilliant left-footed finish that was too good for Siegrist. 
It proved to be enough, with Celtic’s search for a face-saving equaliser in the remaining half an hour proving fruitless.

Celtic’s dominance of English Premier League club Everton counted for nothing on Sunday as Ange Postecoglou’s Scottish champions were beaten in a penalty shootout in a frustrating end to their Sydney Super Cup 
campaign. 

Shock 2-1 losers last Thursday night to Sydney FC despite dominating possession and creating a host of chances, the Hoops were desperate for redemption against the Toffees in front of more than 41,000 fans. 
However, despite having scored 50 times in just 15 Scottish Premiership games this season, Postecoglou’s men again lacked a killer instinct in front of goal, wasting a host of opportunities against an Everton team 
that didn’t have a shot on target during 90 minutes of football that finished 0-0. 

Celtic’s woes continued in a penalty shootout that took place at the completion of normal time, with no extra-time played. 

High profile pair Georgios Giakoumakis and Reo Hatete both missed their spot kicks, with Everton — who sit just one place above the relegation zone on the Premier League ladder — winning the shootout 4-2. 

“We dominated the game — we were just missing a goal,” Postecoglou, who has been linked to the Everton job, said. 

“It was much more like us in terms of our overall play and playing our football. 

“It's disappointing there wasn’t goals for our supporters, but in terms of our performance, | was happy.” 

Everton coach Frank Lampard said he was pleased with “elements” of his team’s performance. 

“We've got a bit of jet-lag in our bodies still ... we showed a lot of spirit,” Lampard said. 

“The support was great for both teams. We appreciate it very much that we’re supported on the other side of the world.” 
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Celtic dominated the early exchanges but it was Everton who had the first two chances of the match. 

The first came in the eighth minute via a goal-bound Demarai Gray shot that was deflected wide for a corner. 

Then three minutes later, French midfielder Neal Maupay butchered a great chance when he failed to hit the target with only goalkeeper Joe Hart to beat. 

Celtic’s first genuine chance came in the 29th minute with a free-kick from Portuguese star Jota that hit the crossbar. 

The Hoops had another opportunity seven minutes later when Japanese midfielder Hatate delivered a well-placed pass to countryman Kyogo Furuhashi, whose shot was well saved by Everton goalkeeper Asmir Begovic. 
The 35-year-old Bosnian gloveman - standing in for Everton’s first-choice keeper Jordan Pickford, who is in Qatar on World Cup duty with England - again came to the Toffees’ rescue in first-half stoppage when he 
parried a stinging David Turnbull free-kick away to safety. 

Begovic again came up trumps five minutes after half-time when he denied Furuhashi from point-blank range with a fine save after the former Vissel Kobe marksman was found unmarked by Sead Haksabanovic. 
The Hoops continued to dominate possession, with a great movement leading to an opening for Turnbull in the 77th minute. 

However, a weak finish from the 23-year-old midfielder was comfortably dealt with by Begovic. 

Celtic should have won the game in the 89th minute but substitute Liel Abada somehow failed to hit the target with an open goal beckoning after being presented the chance by Forrest. 

The miss summed up Celtic’s frustrating performances in the Sydney Super Cup, which concludes on Wednesday night when Everton meet Western Sydney Wanderers at CommBank Stadium.

A hat-trick to young gun Anthony Gordon has helped Everton FC defeat Western Sydney Wanderers 5-1 to end a successful trip to Australia for the Blues. 

After defeating Celtic on penalties in last weekend’s 0-0 draw, Everton overcame their well-documented scoring struggles in Wednesday night's game to close out the inaugural Sydney Super Cup at CommBank 
Stadium on a high. 

Winger Gordon was a constant threat up front for the Toffees and it was his goal in the 30th minute that restored their advantage at the break. 

When the 21-year-old scored his second against the run of play in the 59th minute, the Blues were home, eventually finishing with more goals than in any game since February 2021. 

“When you get the opportunity to play in the opposition’s half, you’ve got to work them and move them and create chances and we did that,” Lampard said. 

“We were clinical.” 
Everton were the more polished side early and had their reward in the 14th minute when an unmarked Nathan Patterson crossed from the right edge of the box and found Neal Maupay. 

The Frenchman could have had his brace just a minute later but his shot from inside the box didn’t bend quite enough to meet the back of the net, instead swiping the woodwork on the right. 

Ramy Najjarine made his case for more minutes by helping the Wanderers to equalise with their first significant chance only three minutes later. He parlayed a slick 1-2 with Sulejman Krpic into a goal from straight in 
ront. 
The combination of Najjarine and Krpic nearly had the Wanderers in the lead when the former found the latter inside the box with a free kick. But Krpic’s header was deflected and on the rebound, Tomislav Mrcela 
struck the crossbar as the Blues held on. 

Western Sydney were made to rue their near-miss when Abdoulaye Doucoure linked up with Gordon at the other end just a minute later and pushed the Toffees ahead. 

The reversal of fortune did not deflate the Wanderers, who came out of the sheds with renewed vigour and ready to probe the Everton defence. 

But hopes of a comeback were dashed when Gordon pounced on a save made by back-up Wanderers goalkeeper Daniel Margush, who could not block the ball a second time. 

“He’s a big talent and an attacking threat,” Lampard said of Gordon. 

Margush could have been forgiven for Gordon’s brace but he fumbled Stanley Mills’ strike straight to fellow substitute Tom Cannon and the Blues confirmed a big win with the easiest of goals. 

In the shadows of full-time, Gordon thundered one final goal home to heap more misery on the Wanderers, who conceded more goals on Wednesday night than in the first six games of the A-League season. 

The Wanderers made six changes to the starting side that beat Sydney FC in their previous match, assistant Tomi Vidovic explaining the Everton clash was an important chance to give fringe players time on the pitch. 
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“The result is always important but it was a good opportunity for us to have a look at some guys who haven't had a lot of minutes thus far,” he said. 
“Obviously we'll have a look at that and move forward going into the next match.”

Everton ran out comfortable 5-1 winners over hosts Western Sydney Wanderers to end their two-game Australian tour unbeaten after a win on penalties over Scottish side Celtic on Sunday. 


The Blues got a hat-trick from forward Anthony Gordon along with scores from Neal Maupay and a first senior goal for youngster Tom Cannon as well. The Blues started in a 4-3-3 formation with Isaac Price once again 


playing a starring role in the middle with Frank Lampard opting for a mostly unchanged side from the weekend. 
The Toffees got going early scoring in the fifth minute from a corner, with James Tarkowski heading the ball into Gordon’s path but the referee called for offside. Demarai Gray and then Abdoulaye Doucoure both went 


close before Maupay did score from a Nathan Patterson cross. 

The Blues pushed forward for a second but against the run of play the hosts pulled one back through Ramy Najjarine just a couple of minutes later to make it 1-1. Dwight McNeil and Maupay missed chances before 
Wanderers came close to taking the lead, a shot going off the bar and then Tarkowski doing well to block the rebound with the goal gaping. 

However, on the half hour mark the Blues led again, Gray playing in Doucoure on the left and his center deftly tapped in by Gordon arriving in the six-yard box. 

A Gray cross just evaded both Maupay and Gordon as the Blues looked to add one more before the break, with the former pair missing two more chances as well. The Blues had gotten plenty of joy down the wings 


with Gray and Gordon, stretching the Aussies and their movement keeping them on their toes. 
The second half started with a couple of changes, Michael Keane replacing Tarkowski and veteran Andy Lonergan making his Everton debut for Asmir Begovic. The hosts hit the woodwork minutes into the the second 


stanza, hitting the bar with a speculative volley from Romain Amalfitano. 
Price was putting himself about in the middle and was booked for a heavy challenge before the Blues stretched their lead just before the hour mark. McNeil started a counter finding Gray streaking down the right, his 
ball back into the middle was hit by Gray, with the goalie parrying away the shot. However, Gordon was first to react to the rebound tucking home for his second of the game. 

On the 64th minute Lampard made a couple of changes, sending on Under-21 stars Tom Cannon and Stan Mills, with Maupay and Gray coming off. And it was the youngsters who combined for the fourth of the game, 


with Mills’ tame shot spilled by the busy Daniel Margush and Cannon quickest to the ball to tap home. 
Two minutes later Cannon almost got his second, his wicked shot swerving just over after being played through by Doucoure who had a good game as well in the attacking phase. A raft of more changes pretty much 


ended the contest after that, with Reece Welch, Sebastian Quirk and Joe Anderson all getting minutes. 
Lampard had kept Gordon on to give him a shot at his treble, and right on the 90th minute the youngster delivered, cutting inside from the left and firing home at the far post. 
Allin all a good outing for the Blues against lower standard opposition as they wind down from a difficult first half of the season back home. Everton will now return home and go into a month-long hibernation of sorts as 


the World Cup ramps up. The Toffees are next in action on Boxing Day when they travel to Wolves when the Premier League resumes.
